GENERAL GETS 
BIG BOOST ON 
INDIANA VISIT

In an unprecedented move, the 


organized 
Democratic party of 


Texas marched into the camp of 
Republican Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
At an Amarillo,convention yesfcir- 
day, cheering Democrat leaders 
gave Texas Democratic voters the 
green light to vote for the general 
and try to swing Texas' 24 elec- 
toral votes to Eisenhower in No- 
vember. 


The convention, hooting Gov. 


Adlai E. Stevenson, voted to put 
the Democratic candidate's name 
on the November ballot, but in a 
resolution went further and asked 
Gov.

As fall conies limping on the heels of a sear sum- 


mer those of us who live in the sections of the coun- 
try where it has not rained at all since last spring 
arc once more under the impression that week-ends 
are wetter than the rest of the week. Brilliant Fri- 
days seem to be always followed by dank and chill 
Saturdays and Sundays. 


Of course; a close study of the meteorological data 


will argue that it ain't so; that one day of the week 
is historically no damper than its neighbor. 
But 


here, as in other matters, when statistics do not con- 
firm what we know to be so anyway, or proves some- 
thing so that we know isn't, then the only wise 
course is to throw out the statistics and cling to the 
dogma. 


And so here is a matter for the political candi- 


dates. While they are promising to fix up the coun- 
try so everything will be prosperous and fix up the 
world so that everything will be peaceful they might 
as well promise to fix up our week-ends by guaran- 
teeing that the sunshine will be dispensed where it 
will do the most good. 


In fact, a shrewd candidate could do two prom- 


ises in one. We would gladly let the government 
'take our next couple of wet week-ends and redis- 
tribute them to readers in the drought areas where 
rain would be muchly appreciated—and where, we 
-suspect, complaints about the rain aren't. 


FEDERAL RED TAPE 


A nearby example of government "red tape" is 


this experience by Joseph W. Stayman, manager of 
4he Jamestown Business College, as related in an edi- 
torial in The Salamanca Press: 


A student entered the college under the GI Bill 


of Rights on September 13, 1951, three days after the 
fall term opened. He was charged $18.35 for his 
books, the amount to be paid later by the Veterans 
Administration? 


But a VA auditor reasoned that because the 


student had entered the college late he had not had 
[full use of the books and could not be charged the 
'full amount. 
As the college term consists of 84 


days, the auditor said the -VA could pay only 81- 
84ths of, the .total book charge. The VA then ruled 
that the college had overcharged the VA sixty-six 
cents. Eventually, the VA deducted the sixty-six 
cents from another payment due the Jamestown 
College. 


Mr. Stayman studied the vouchers and tallied* 


up the auditor's time and came to the conclusion that 
it probably cost th? taxpayers $40 or $50 to collect 
the sixty-six cents. But it's the principle that both- 
ers him. 


He's still wondering if the VA thinks that 3-84ths 


of the pages should have been torn out of the tardy 
student's textbooks.

A really fine declarer would not 


be bothered by having aces instead 
of kings. The correct play in the 
original hand is to win with the 
ace of hearts, cash the ace of 
spades, and then lead a low/ spade. 
It is a fatal error to use up a top 
diamond to try a finesse in either 
black suit. 


West opened the jack of hearts,

White ash LS also important for 


tool handles, particularly the "D" 
handles for shovels and spades 
and long -handles for forks, hoes, 
rakes and shovels. The straight- 
ness of grain, stiffness, strength, 
hardness, good bending properties, 
and capacity to wear smooth in use 
are the properties peculiar to ash 
that make it suitable for tool 
handles. 
An important characteristic of 


white ash to the forest manager 
is its. ability to pick up growth 
quickly, following thinning. It re- 
produces mostly from seed and the 
young seedlings develop best where 
the soil is sliaded. 
However, as 


soon as the young tree reaches 
pole size it needs plenty of light 
to develop, and selective harvest- 
ing of less valuable tree* compet- 
ing with it for sunlight, enables 
the young ash to put on rapid 
growth forming annual rings of 
wood that are heavier and strong- 
er than a slow growing ash in an 
unmanaged forest can produce. 


The black ash, which is com- 


paratively rare in this area, was 
of major importance to the Indians 
who manufactured baskets 
from 


the thin layers of wood in this 
slow growing species. Paper thin 
strips of wood were obtained by 
pounding sections of wood of the 
desired length until they separat- 
ed along the annual rings. These 
tough, extremely 
pliable 
strips 


could easily be woven into bas- 
kets. 


The range of the ash family is 


very extensive with species occur- 
ring in every state of the Union 
except Nevada and Idaho. 


Its uses are also very extensive 


ranging from musical instruments 
to ladders; from 
machinery 
to 


playground equipment; from re- 
frigerators to boats; from surgical 
supplies to toys, and from bobbins 
to furniture.
